Attendance :over 60* new delegations: London greenpeace, the greens. 

it was reported that despite a series of previous meetings with festival 

groups ,both english heritage and national trust /EH&NT/ are going for 

injunctions to attempt to stop the festival in collusion with police and 

with the support of a group of farmers centred around Drusilla Farm. 

A yet another alternative site was proposed at Drussilla Farm but did 
not reach consensus.EH &NT were accused of double-dealing & trying to gain 
time with lies of cooperation while the injuctions were on the cards 
.anyway.EH:>justification for this U-turn is that "a site is not available" 

/They were in fact informed that negociations for alt site are ongoing/ 

Exhibition: materials will be picked up in London on 19 feb /see under dates/ 

Public meeting has been postponed till March 21. As previous organisers 

failed to inform the Campaign in time ,the already advertised date is going

Alternative site/old site. After a brief but heated debate it was agreed to 
keep the legal site option open,although Wilts groups said the chances 
are now slim. Most speakers insisted that if the alt.site is too far away it 
would not be a Stonehenge Festival. The consensus is that such a site must 
be within five miles walking distance max or within sight of STones. It 
was stated that a third of the money required has been pledged. The meeting 

then discussed the idea of a blocade of Wiltshire for the rest of the evening 

/except for two short items already mentioned elsewhere/ Calls were made from 
many sources for a mass NVDA . ideas put forward can be summarised as follows:

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support of Boscombe Down Peace Camp, against the Cruise wchich regularly 
exercises on Salisbury Plain, against the MOD bases which occupy a third 
of Wiltshire. Some names were put forward incl. Peace Blockade of Wiltshire 
June 86, the Cruise Blockade. The actions put forward included:freelance 
turning up anywhere in wilts at anytime in june; a carnival 
procession/walk from London to the exclusion zone with bands playing on floats 
on the way,convoys of vehicles from different assembly points; a walk to 
henge by greenham women, cyclists runs to Stonehenge, bikers runs, a meet 
in Amesbury, an ALF action at Porton, the taking of a stand-off site,direct 
action all around the country including sit-ins in London on prearranged dahrs 
pilgrimages to Stonehenge, lots of local publicity stunts,Marches from Bath 
& Bristol; Liverpool; and other similar actions On the question of 
organisation a number of stratergies were proposed incl: publishing of specific 
dates for actions such as 1st,8th,14th 21th june; not publishing the dates 
and keeping them secret; route plans etc. The meeting ran well overtime 
and the blocade discussion had to be adjourned to the next meeting on march 3 
A call was made on adjournment that the BLOCADE be put on the agenda of 
all meetings of groups participating in the Campaign between now and 
narch 3 and that specific plans & stratergies be worked out by then, 
messages of support were received from various groops including greenham 
women and the green movement. The meeting then broke up.
